ANSCHLAG CONFESSES. 


The Body of Another Victim 
Unearthed. 


FUEOH ’S SKELETON 
EX H IM ED . 


D etectives H a rris an d R ussell Visit 
O roville 
and 
U n rav el 
th e M ystery. 


A nschlaghas confessed to the murder 
of Julius Fuegh, at the Drerman colony, 
Cai n tid t, near Oroville, the body has 
b :en found, and another mystery has been 
solved. 
It will be remembered th at at 
the time of Anachlag’a arrest for the 
murder of Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock at 
Garden Grove, in February last, it was 
Btated th at his next door neighbor at the 
German colony had mysteriously dis­ 
appeared during the preceding fall, and 
that the people there, learning of An- 
chlag’s crime here, had arrived at the 
conclusion th at he must know something 
about Fuegh’s disappearance. 
Fuegh 
was a bachelor about 50 years of age, 
and lived alone in the house on the land 
next 
to 
Anschlag, 
It 
was com­ 
monly 
supposed 
that 
a3 
he 
was 
rather miserly in his habits that he bad 
considerable money in his house, and 
his sudden disappearance caused con­ 
siderable comment, and suspicion fell on 
George Stiger, who was the land agent of 
tiie colony, but nothing ever transpired 
which tended to confirm this suspicion. 
After Anschlag’s arrest at Garden Grove, 
and the disappearance of Fuegh was 
mentioned, Deputy Sheriff Russell, and 
Detectives H arris and Metzler accused 
Anschlag of some knowledge of the mat­ 
ter, but this Anschlag strenuously de­ 
nied, and from that time until after his 
sentence had been pronounced on Wed­ 
nesday of last week. 
His statem ent hud 
been to the effect th at he last saw Fuegh 
on 
September 
1st, 
when 
Fuegh 
came 
over 
to 
his 
house 
and 
asked 
for 
some 
milk. 
After 
the sentence Sheriff Kays and Detectives 
H arris and Metzler visited Anschlag and 
informed him that it would be better for 
him, if be knew anything about the mat­ 
ter, to tell it. 
They told him to call for 
paper at any time and write what he had 
to say. 
Ón the 
Friday 
following, 
Anschlag made his first confession of the 
murder of Fuegh to Mr. Gluck, who 
has been acting as his spiritual adviser 
and who has written a full history of his 
life. 
Mr. Glnck informed Sheriff Kays 
of the confession, which was made after 
he received the letter published hereto­ 
fore in the H e r a l d . 
On Saturday morn­ 
ing Deputy Sheriff Russell and Detective 
Harris, after conferring with Mr. Gluck, 
visited Anschlag, who made a verbal 
confession to them , and drew a diagram 
of the country where Fuegh had been 
killed and buried. The first diagram he 
drew was in lead pencil, but he after- 
drew one on a larger scale in ink. 
HOW HE KILLED FUEGH. 
Anschlag told how lie killed Fuegh in a 
graphic m anner, pointing out on the dia­ 
gram the place where he fell and where 
the body was buried. In telling of the 
circumstances Anschlag said, that in 
September 1st, he had been out hunting 
for rabbits and on returning home had 
left his gun standing against the fence 
near the back gate. 
Shortly afterward, 
Fuegh came over and asked if he could 
get some milk. 
Anschlag said he would 
give him some and Fuegh 
said he 
would 
call 
for 
it 
when 
he came 
back 
from 
the 
post 
office. 
He 
asked permission to cross Anschlag’s 
land to the Bangor road, which would 
make a shorter cut for him . 
Anschlag 
gave him permission, and said he thought 
he would go along, and as he passed out 
the back gate t e took his gun, saying 
that it might be handy for a hare. Fuegh 
led the way across the field, Anschlag a 
few steps in the rear. 
W hen they 
reached a point about one hundred 
steps 
from 
the 
Bangor 
road 
Anschlag cried, “ There’s a rabbit,” 
raised his gun and shot Fuegh in the 
back of the neck. 
Fuegh fell dead and 
Anschlag taking a careful survey of the 
country about from the top of a ridge a 
few feet further on, and seeing no one, 
ran back to bis bouse and obtained a 
spade. 
On reaching the corpse he 
dragged it about twenty feet to the 
top 
of 
the ridge where be could 
keep 
the 
road 
in 
view’ 
and 
digging a hole, buried the body with its 
clothes on. 
When asked why he mur­ 
dered Fuegh he first said it was acciden­ 
tal and afterwards said that it was not, 
but that he gained nothing by it. 
He 
then went home and afterwards came to 
Los Angeles county. 
His partiug words 
to the detectives when they left w ere: 
“ Dig deep. 
Do not be discouraged if 
you do not find the body at first, but dig 
deep and you will find it sure.” 
THE BODY FOUND. 
Detective H arris and Deputy Sheriff 
Russell, acting under instructions from 
Sheriff Kays, left the city on Saturday 
night last to search for the body. They 
first went to Marysville and from thence 
to Oroville, where they were met by 
Under Sheriff John Guidery, 
Sheriff 
Ball beiDg away. 
On Tuesday morn­ 
ing 
last they 
left 
Oroville 
at 
5 
o’clock in the morning and reached 
Anschlag’s 
former 
home 
in 
the 
colony of Cannstadt about 9 o’clock that 
morning. Anschlag occupied 28 acres 
of land, part of it facing on the Bangor 
road, and after looking through his 
former residence they procured shovels 
and picks and started on the search for 
the body according to the diagram which 
they carried. 
They found that the 
ground had been plowed about eighteen 
months before by AnBchlag and had not 
been touched since. 
In no place could 
they see any indication that a man had 
been buried there, but they commenced 
to dig at some distance from 
the 
spot where Anschlag had 
indicated 
that the body was to be found. 
All 
these first attem pts were unavailing for 
they found the hardpan undisturbed. 
Finally on the spot Anschlag had indi­ 
cated they found that the hardpau had 
been mixed in with the surface dirt and 
they dug expecting to find the body. 
After digging for a distance of about two 
feet the knee bone of a m an was un­ 
covered and all doubt was at once re­ 
moved. The balance of the digging was 
conducted 
very 
cautiously for they 
simply desired 
to 
uncover 
the re­ 
mains. 
Half 
an 
hour 
later 
the 
skeleton of the 
once Officer of the 
Prussian arm y lay before them in agrave 
at least three feet deep. Not a bit of 
flesh remaiued on the bones, nor did the 
earth give forth odors as might have been 


expected. Fuegh’s left arm was across 
his chest and his right arm was extended 
towards his knees. His feet were crossed 
and his knees were bent, showing that 
his grave had been too short and that he 
had I teen stuffed in. 
Not a shred of 
clothes remained in the grave and the 
body had beyond doubt been 
BURIED WITHOUT CLOTHES. 
Near the grave was a large rock, which 
it was believed was used by Anschlag in 
tamping the earth about Fuegh’s body. 
The distance to the Bangor road was ex­ 
actly seventy-five steps, and to a tree 
which Anschlag had designated in the 
diagram exactly fourteen steps. 
An- 
schlag’s memory in regard to the affair 
was found 
to 
have 
been accurate, 
even 
to 
the 
smallest 
detail. 
After satisfying themselves, 
Messrs. 
H arris and Russell covered the skeleton 
over in the grave, placed a watch over it 
and came back to this city, arriving late 
last night. 
The inquest had not been 
held when they left, but Stiger had been 
arrested. 
It was said that Anschlag, 
after he killed Fuegh, had gone to the 
latter’s house, and after a strict search, 
had taken all the money he found. 
Fuegh had not fully obtained the title to 
his land, so that there could have been 
no object in this direction for the m ur­ 
der, and Anschlag’s statem ent that he 
aot nothing is not believed. 
W hen Mr. 
Russell visited Anschlag in the jail last 
night Anschlag appeared to be over­ 
joyed 
that 
the 
body 
had 
been 
found, and laughed 
over the m at­ 
ter. 
When 
asked 
why 
he 
had 
not told the truth about burviug Fuegh 
without his clothes, he smiled in a pecu­ 
liar manner which leads to the belief 
that something rem ains yet to be told. 
There are other stories about the disap­ 
pearance of people in the vicinity of 
where Anschlag has lived, and it is be­ 
lieved that the story of his life when 
fully told will be very interesting. 


TRAINS TIED UP. 


B r a k e i m n a n d S w i t c h m e n S t r i k e 
o n t b e S a n t a F e . 
At noon yesterday tbe brakem en and 
switchmen on the California Central and 
California Southern railroads went out 
on strike. Although trouble had been 
brewing for some time the crisis waa 
qu:'te unexpected and it took th e officials 
of the road by surprise, so much so that 
it was some hours afterwards before 
many of them knew of what had occur­ 
red. A H e ra ld reporter who went to the 
First-street depot to investigate the m atter 
found Judge Brunson standing there 
awaiting the departure of the San Ber­ 
nardino train. 
When questioned as to 
the cause of the trouble the Judge re­ 
plied that it originated from dissent 
among the employees regarding some pro­ 
motions that had been made. 
General 
Manager Dan McCool appeared on the 
platform a few minutes later and m ade 
the following statem ent: “ la s t spring 
when business was overwhelming on the 
road Trainm aster Allen, when employ­ 
ing 
new men, 
obtained a num ber 
of reliable and trained braketnen from 
other railroads. It was necessary to 
create some new conductors, and some 
of these arrivals being good experienced 
men were promoted accordingly. Thia 
has created some dissensions among the 
working establishm ent, and recently a 
message was sent to me stating that the 
brakemen would go out on strike unless 
these newly-created officers were re­ 
duced 
to 
tbe 
ranks. 
They 
also 
wished me to make 
an agreement 
to the effect that all promotions were to 
be made by seniority instead of m erit. 
Of course this was a rather rem arkable 
request, so I sent word to the members 
of the committee they had appointed 
that I would meet them in conference in 
San Bernardino on Friday afternoon. 
For some reason, unknown to me, they 
went out at noon to-day. however, and 
although it has necessarily crippled us I 
have no doubt 
that 
even 
if 
we 
do 
not 
get 
the 
strikers 
back 
we can get all the men we want in a few 
days. 
The switchm en 
followed the 
brakemen without any apparent cause, 
and what little yard work we are doing 
is being done by the foreman and depot 
officers. All freight trains are at a stand­ 
still, but, although the passenger brake- 
men are ont, we will run all passenger 
trains as usual.” 
Mr. McCool, Judge Brunson and Gen­ 
eral Agent W illiamson Dunn left on 
the 4 o’clock train for San Bernar­ 
dino 
where 
a 
conference 
with 
the strikers will be held to-day. 
A chat 
with a few of the strikers give their 
side of the question. 
They stated the 
new men had been brought in, put over 
the heads of old employees and it was 
said that a num ber of the' old hands had 
been recently discharged without any 
apparent cause, aud 
these the men 
desired reinstated. 
There are no finan­ 
cial 
questions 
at 
all 
connected 
with 
the 
strike 
as 
was rumored 
at 
one 
time 
during 
the 
day. 
The company is doing ail it can toobviate 
any ill effects of the strike, and Super­ 
intendent G. W. Sanborn telegrapheid 
late in the day from San Bernardino that 
he would have everything moving by to­ 
day, though this is very doubtful. No 
perishable freight will be received while 
the strike is on, but as soou as men can 
be obtained the regular freights will be 
got running. 
It was feared that as these strikes are 
epidemic it might communicate to the 
Southern Pacific, but a visit to the 
San Fernando-8treet yards last night 
showed that everything was running as 
usual. The switchm en and brakemen 
had heard of the strike, but did not 
think th at they were directly interested, 
although if the Brotherhoods act in the 
m atter they will, of course, follow or­ 
ders. 
ALL QUIET AT 1 A. M. 
At 1 o’clock this morning a H e ra id 
man visited the Santa Fe depot for the 
latest developments. All was quiet in 
the yards, and not a switch engine was 
to be seen. The trainmen say that there 
is no fear of any riotous trouble, and 
that there is is every possibility that the 
matter will *be settled amicably. Re­ 
ports from all along the Santa Fe’s Cali­ 
fornia lines were of tbe sam e tenor—all 
quiet, but nothing moving but passenger 
trains.

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LOS ANGELES OIL FIELD S. 


• ! « h e 
C o m m it t e e o f t h e 
C h a m b e r o f C o m m e r c e . 
The following is a synopsis of the re­ 
port of the committee on oil production 
and fields which will be made at the 
next meeting of the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce : After speaking of prepared fuel 
composed of straw , sawdust and peat 
saturated with petroleum , the committee 
says: 
Peat beds from two to ten feet in 
depth cover large areas in this county, 
being found on the Chino ranch near 
W estminster, and near Compton. 
As to 
the supply of petroleum, we quote largely 
from an address of S. H utton, Esq., 
which he kindly handed u s : 
In considering the value of petroleum 
for fuel in Southern California, the most 
im portant question is that of supply and 
the probable price in the future. 
With 
a view to derive this information it will 
be neces3arv to go hurriedly over those 
districts where oil is at present being 
produced and where it is likely to be 
found in paying quantities. 
Commencing our investigations iirst 
with 
the Puente 
fields, 
principally 
operated by Messrs. Lacy &. RotrUtid, 
which is in all probability destined to 
produce many tim es its present output, 
it remaining only for the drill to locate 
the main deposit which apparently has 
not yet been tapped ; from there to the 
experimental well at W hittier, which is 
now some 750 feet in depth, making a 
very good prospect and a good showing 
to increase the area of the present dis­ 
trict. 
Passing over a possible field of the 
future, lying between Newhall and the 
producing fields of Ventura, we then 
come to the San 
Fernando district, 
which has been producing for some 
twelve years and is rem arkable for the 
extraordinary life of its wells, one of 
them having been a steady producer for 
more than eleven years. 
Here there are 
several new wells being drilled, and one 
recently struck some four miles east of 
the main field, shows a much greater 
field than was ever thought available for 
the drill in this region. Ten miles north 
and a little west of these fields we come 
to the district which in extent and 
promise is probably the largest of the 
two. 
There are several wells being sunk 
here, one of which, at a depth of G50 
feet, pumped at the rate of sixty-eight 
barrels for a few days, when water broke 
in and spoiled it for the present. North­ 
w est of this about iour miles are the 
fields known as the Tar Creek Basin, in 
the Sespe district, and is one of the best 
fields yet discovered. 
The first two 
wells, Nos. 1 and 2, produce respectively 
at 196 feet, 100 barrels per day, and at 
200 feet 200 barrels per day. The wells 
having decreased, they were sunk to 
greater depth with good success, and a 
num ber of wells are being drilled there 
th at must double its present output. Be­ 
tween the Sespe and the Ex-Mission, 
some twenty miles distant, lies a terri­ 
tory at present undeveloped, but un­ 
doubtedly rich in petroleum, as shown 
by the numerous oil springs, with some­ 
times considerable gas. 
Coming then to 
the wells of the Ex-Mission, we find a 
greater development, and consequently a 
greater supply iban in any oilier section 
of California. 
Here much prospecting 
was done before finding the right loca­ 
tion, but at last they sirnck it with a well 
which gushed forth for a time at the rate 
of over S00 barrels per day, which put 
them on the right track at once. 
As to the suggestion made by one of 
the Chamber of Commerce that an ex­ 
pect with scientific instrum ents be sent 
out to determine the proper location to 
drill for oil and gas, we find that the 
m ost im portant scientific instrum ent in 
any oil country is a drill and experts 
cannot tell with certainty what is at any 
special point under ground. Nature has 
shown us a great deal by sending its oil 
springs to the surface, and California can 
to-day claim some of the most expert 
drillers in the world. The present out­ 
put of the various fields can be taken 
roughly at 35,000 barrels of 42 gallons 
each per month. 
Of this am ount some 
13,000 barrels are consumed in this city 
and county 
for 
fuel and 
the 
de­ 
m and 
is 
rapidly 
increasing. 
In 
the effort to promote manufacturing 
in our midst, the value of petroleum in 
its different forms as a fuel cannot be 
over-estimated. 
It is now in use for 
producing steam power in Los Angeles 
county in establishm ents representing 
probably nine-tenths of the total horse­ 
power utilized. 
There is absolutely no 
exception as far as known to its adapta­ 
bility in any situation for steam-produc­ 
ing purposes, and among those now using 
it you find flouring and paper mills, ice 
manufactories, cold storage, hotels, laun­ 
dries, and in fact nearly every kind of 
industry requiring steam as a motive 
power. It has also proven a success in 
brick making, potteries and like works, 
and the new lime and cement works at 
Modjeska, near San Juan Capistrano. 
The report then gives a list of the uses 
and value of oil as a fuel and closes by 
say in g : 
If the present consumption of coal for 
San Diego, San Bernardino and Los A n­ 
geles counties, estimated to be 250,000 
tons annually, could be replaced by oil 
of home production as fuel, it would save 
us at .$8 per ton $2,000,000. This amount 
of capital left here would produce ac­ 
cum ulated wealth whose assured invest­ 
m ent here would in a few years produce 
m illions more of available capital for the 
manufactories we 
wish to promote. 
There are over a hundred and twenty- 
five miles of pipe line in Ventura county 
and less than eleven miles in Los An­ 
geles county. 
We, 
your committed, 
would suggest that a three-inch pipe line 
should be laid thirty miles to connect the 
Puente district with Los Angeles city. 
Twelve miles of this line would be 
through oil producing territory, and it 
need not necessarily all be laid at once, 
but say twenty miles first laid, thus 
piercing into the oil producing section 
and largely stimulating the development 
of our oil productions and the consequent 
advancement of our manufacturing in­ 
terests. 
One firm offers to guarantee oil enough 
of their production to pay ten per cent, 
interest on the cost of such a pipe line.

THE FISH ERIES TREATY. 
The discussion and rejection of the 
fisheries treaty is, perhapB, the most re­ 
markable instance of narrow partisan­ 
ship in the treatm ent of a great inter­ 
national question ever known in our 
history. 
The controversy over the rights of 
American fishing vessels in Canadian 
waters and C anadian ports has been 
waged, off and on, ever since the found­ 
ation of the Government. The treaty of 
1818, when left in unqualified effect, has 
been the subject of constant dispute, and 
out of the different interpretations put 
upon it by the parties interested have 
sprung the various collisions and griev­ 
ances that have disturbed the relations 
of two friendly countries with large in­ 
terests in common. 
After the abroga­ 
tion of the fishery clauses of the treaty 
of 1871, they were thrown back upon the 
old convention th at had been prolific of 
so much misunderstanding. 
Those interested in the fisheries pro­ 
fessed to be satisfied with the privileges 
5 
ranted by th at agreem ent, if only the 
uties on Canadian fish products were 
maintained, but it immediately gave rise 
to new troubles because they claimed 
more than the 
treaty granted. The 
Canadian treatm ent of our vessels under 
the interpretation which the Dominion 
authorities gave to the treaty renewed 
the old controversy. 
There was one of two things to be 
done. 
Either a new agreement must be 
entered into which would remove all 
doubts as to mutual rights, or a course of 
retaliation m ust be adopted as a means 
of bringing Canada to term s. 
As to the 
comparative wisdom of these two courses, 
there could be no doubt. Retaliation 
would settle no disputed question, and 
instead of establishing satisfactory rela­ 
tions between the countries, it was sure 
to exasperate their relations, making a 
bad m atter worse and leading to conse­ 
quences which no man could foresee. 
CoDgress gave authority for such a policy, 
but it was the part of wisdom to avoid it 
if possible. 
It was certainly an alterna­ 
tive worth trying. 
The negotiation of a new treaty cover­ 
ing this subject and nothing else had 
never been attem pted, and the Adminis­ 
tration determ ined to try it by the best 
possible plan, that of appointing a joint 
commission to take the whole subject 
into consideration, and endeavor to reach 
an agreement satisfactory to both sides. 
Its overtures were received in a friendly 
spirit and the m atter was taken up with 
a disposition to m aintain all just rights 
and claims and to reach conclusions that 
would be m utually beneficial and pro­ 
mote friendly relations. The treaty that 
was agreed to by the commissioners left 
no doubt or am biguity, and went far be­ 
yond the treaty of 1818 in conceding 
privileges to our fishing vessels and 
securing for them considerate treatm ent. 
In fact, it secured everything that the 
fishermen had insisted upon as of any 
m aterial importance to them. 
It was 
calculated to put 
an 
end to dis­ 
putes 
and 
grievances 
and 
relieve 
the 
relations of the United States 
and 
Canada 
from 
their 
one 
source of danger. But these negotiations 
were undertaken by a Democratic Ad­ 
ministration, and their success would add 
to its strength and prestige. This, and 
this alone, was the cause of opposition 
from the Republican majority in the 
Senate. The tone and tem per of nearly 
all the speeches on the Republican side 
have shown this motive for hostility un­ 
mistakably. In the first place, the Com­ 
m ittee on Foreign Relations took the 
preposterous position that this was not 
under all the circumstances of the case a 
proper subject for diplomatic negotia­ 
tion, and then it assumed, contrary to 
the plain meaning of the Constitution 
and the bulk of precedents, that the Pre­ 
sident had no right to initiate such nego­ 
tiations without the consent of the Sen­ 
ate. This revealed at once the partisan 
temper of the majority of the committee 
and of the Senate. 
Throughout the debate this temper has 
been maintained, and nothing like a 
calm and fair consideration lias been 
given to the merits of the treaty by Re­ 
publican Senators. 
They were deter­ 
mined from the first to reject the work 
of the President and the joint commis­ 
sion, and were intent only on devising 
pretexts for their predetermined action. 
Regardless 
of 
consequences to the 
relations of the country with a friendly 
power or to the vast commercial inter­ 
ests involved in those relations, they 
were eager only to deprive the Demo­ 
cratic Administration of credit for its 
efforts to obtain a peaceful settlem ent of 
the difficulties and of the preBtige that 
would come from the success of those ef­ 
forts. That was the sole aim and object 
of the Republican Senators, and it was 
obvious on the face of all they said and 
did down to the final vote of rejection. 
The most rem arkable fact in connection 
with their proceedings has been the 
calmness and apathy with which the 
commercial bodies of the country and 
representatives of o u r. great trade inter­ 
ests have allowed them to go on without 
raising a hand. 
We are confident that the sober sense 
of the people all this while has not been 
deceived. 
Every legitimate claim of the 
fishing 
interests 
would 
have been 
secured by the ratification of the treaty. 
They certainly will not be benefited by 
its rejection, while vastly greater and 
more im portant interests will be put in 
jeopardy. 
This ought to be understood 
and appreciated by the people, and so 
far as this question enters into political 
consideration in this canvass, it should 
be regarded as a question of confidence 
in the Administration or of support for 
the course of mean and reckless partisan­ 
ship pursued by the Republican Senators. 
On th at question there ought to be no 
doubt of the popular verdict. 
There is 
this further consideration in favor of sup 
porting tbe adm inistration on this issue. 
It will leave the question still open for 
friendly means of settlem ent of some 
kind, while a support of the Senate’s po­ 
sition would close all avenues of future 
negotiations and bring upon the country 


the disastrous consequence of retaliation, 
hostility and possibly war. 
It would put an end to all prospects of 
improving the commercial relations of 
the United States and Canada. 
This is 
one of the questions which the people 
should keep in mind in casting their 
votes next 
November. — [New 
York

. M o r t o n ’» C a n d i d a c y a S p e c u l a t i o n . 
Several leading Democrats claim that 
the nom inaron of the Hon. I^vi P. 
Morton was a financial speculation, and 
it will surprise New Yorkers to iearn 
that the State of North Carolina is being 
stumped on the issue from facts alleged 
to have come into the hands of Senator 
Ransom when he was in the city last 
week. 
Ever since the opening of the present 
campaign Mr. Morton has taken the 
liveliest kind of interest in its progress. 
This w as but natural in a candidate 
the Vice-Presidency, but there was one 
thing that puzzled Senator Quay. 
That was Mr. Morton’s great anxiety 
about North Carolina. Every day or 
two he would drop into National Head­ 
quarters to see Colonel Quay. 
When the 
rosy outlook in New York or Indiana was 
laid before him, he took it as a m atter of 
course, and would then ask : “ But what 
do you hear from North Carolina .” ’ 
He insisted, it is said, that North Caro­ 
lina could 
carried for H arrison, and 
urged Mr. Quay not to he afraid to put 
the money in the State. 
His knowledge 
of the political situation of the State, it 
is said, astonished the Chairman, inas­ 
much as he never showed the same 
knowledge of any other State, except, of 
course, New York. 
It is claimed that he even subscribed 
what would be his salary for three years, 
in case he was elected, for campaign 
purposes, with the provision that an 
aggressive campaign be oponed at once 
in the land of the Tar-heels, which gave 
eleven electoral votes for Cleveland in 
1884 by a plurality smaller than that 
which defeated Mr. Biaine in New York. 
Mr. Ransom came here to find out 
what had become of the special tax 
bonds issued by the State of North Caro­ 
lina in 1808, while the State was under 
carpet-bag rule, and repudiated three 
years later. 
The bonds, he states, are now owned 
by the great banking firm of Morton, 
Bliss A Co., and with accrued interest 
am ount to upwards of $30,000,000. 
When issued it was pretended that 
these bonds were to lie devoted to the 
building of several internal railroads, in 
the promotion of which Milton S. Little­ 
field was chief actor. 
A special tax was levied for their pay­ 
ment, which gave them their name. 
Tbe railroads were never built. 
Little­ 
field brought the bonds to New York 
and sold them for what he could get and 
built no railroads. 
It is history that as soon as North Car­ 
olina passed from under carpet-bag rule, 
these bonds -were promptly repudiated 
on tbe ground of gross fraud, and a con­ 
stitutional provision was enacted for­ 
bidding their payment unless author­ 
ized by a majority of the voters at the 
ballot-box. 
Morton, Bliss & Co., it is claimed, 
bought up $14,700,000 of these bonds on 
“ spec” for a mere song after their repu­ 
diation, and have made several attem pts 
to collect them through the courts. 
Test suits have been brought on indi­ 
vidual bonds in tbe United States Circuit 
Court of North Carolina in the name of 
persons living in the State to avoid the 
provisions in the Eleventh Amendment 
of the Constitution. One of these 6uits 
is now pending in the United States 
Court of North Carolina. 
If it should succeed, the collection of 
the payment would be difficult unless 
the Legislature and Governor should be 
in favor of paying it. 
These are to be elected with the Na­ 
tional ticket this fall and with one of the 
three Supreme Court .Fudges would in­ 
sure the paym ent of the bonds, and this 
North Carolina Democrats are claiming 
as the supreme motive of Mr. Morton's 
great interest in the State of North Caro­ 
lina.—[N. Y. Morning Journal. 


T be T w o B ills. 
The Mills bill reduces the average duty 
to 42.68 per cent.

The result of all this various interview­

An y straw, however frail, will do for 
our Republican friends to catch at in 
their present desperate condition.

To break the 
force of his well-known record, they have 
concocted a circular which is as full of 
mendacity and deception as an egg is of 
meat. One of its claims is that Harrison 
showed his antipathy to the Mongolians 
when he voted for Edmund’s amend­ 
ment to Farley’s amendment. Let us 
see what that vote amounted to. Sen­ 
ator Farley bad succeeded in grafting 
upon the Restriction bill section 14, as 
follows: 
“Hereafter no State court or court of 
the United States shall admit Chinese to 
citizenship, and all laws in conflict with 
this act are hereby repealed." 
April 25, 1882, on a motion to strike 
this section out, .Mr. Harrison voted aye, 
Now comes the milk in the cocoanut. On 
the 28th of April Senator Edmunds, hop­ 
ing to kill the Farley amendment by an 
equivocal substitute, moved to insert the 
following in lieu of section 14: 
“Nothing in this act shall be construed 
to change the existing naturalization laws 
so as to admit Chinese to citizenship.” 
Harrison voted aye for this substitute, 
and on this vote the Republican circular 
says that he vindicated his claim to 
being sound on the Chinese goose. When 
we recollect that “under the existing 
naturalization laws" Chinamen had been 
admitted to citizenship in Indiana, 
Massachusetts and elsewhere, the Hene- 
gambian in the wood pile will be appar­ 
ent. The “existing laws" had admitted 
Chinese to citizenship, and Harrison 
voted that these laws should not be dis­ 
turbed. What a campaign of deception 
our friends over the way are making of 
this! 
W ho will honestly deny that, in the 
United States, all taxes, direct or in 
direct, should be levied for the benefit o. 
the masses? 
Yet it is the wealthy 
classes—the extreme minority of the 
population—that now secure the benefits 
accruing under the present high-war- 
tariff system of taxation.

THK ASANUSES OK THE AGE. 


Ex-Statpsiuan Blaine and the Buck­ 
eye Refrigerator Tune their 
Discordant Lyres.

N orw ich, Conn., November 1.—An en­ 
thusiastic crowd of twenty-live thousand 
people gathered at Williams Park to-day 
to hear James G. Blaine speak upon the 
issues of the campaign. The crowd had 
come from all the surrounding points, 
and a large portion of it from Rhode 
Island. When the orator mounted the 
stand and presented himself at the rail 
he was cheered by thousands who, when 
he had begun to speak, were too far a wav 
to hear him, but who cheered vigorously 
when others cheered. After discussing 
the tariff question, Mr. Blaine said 
I have heard of a speech by Mr. Bayard, 
Secretary of State. He is a gentleman of 
very high sentiments. In fact, there is 
nobody who speaks the English language, 
so far as I know, since Joseph Surface, 
wnohasso fine sentiments as Mr. Bayard. 
Mr. Bayard’s speech is devoted to the 
wicked conspiracy of the Republicans. 
They have all taken that word. Mr. 
Thurman has taken that word, “the 
wicked conspiracy of tlve Republicans," 
that entrapped Lord Sackville into writing 
a letter, and he calls down the wrath 
of the country upon those most wicked 
conspirators that got up that letter that 
Lord Sackville answered. Now I must 
say Mr. Bayard puts himself in a very 
peculiar position, because if there was a 
wicked conspiracy of leading Republi­ 
cans to entrap Lord Sackville into writ­ 
ing an imprudent letter, these conspir­ 
ators ought to be punished; but instead 
of this ae punishes Lord Sackville. He 
says: “Here is a most unprincipled, 
monstrous conspiracy 
against this 
man, and in consequence of this 
conspiracy, of which 1 cannot get the 
authors, I will Bend Lord Sackville back 
home and make him bear the sins of 
these conspirators.” This is a very re 
markable statement. They acknowledge 
that they are not quick to do so, but 
after ten days, and after they have re­ 
ceived advices and telegrams from all 
parts of the country that if they did not 
start Lord Sackville, the Irish vote 
would start, then Lord Sackville had to 
go. 
It will be an agreeable thing iu 
England, to Lord Salisbury, Prime Min­ 
ister, to know that President Cleveland’s 
Administration deliberately weighed 
Lord Sackville against the Irish vote and 
started him. 
We have another paper here speaking 
of conspiracies and wicked things, the 
World, which I believe is counted a good 
Democratic organ. It is opposing Abram 
Hewitt and it reproduces the Morey let­ 
ter, that waR forged eight years ago 
against the late lamented President Gar­ 
field when he was the Republican can­ 
didate, and now the World is belaboring 
Mr. Hewitt because he said it was a true 
letter and aided in putting the forgery 
into circulation. That is pretty amus­ 
ing. It opposes Abram Hewitt for Mayor 
of New Yoik because Mr. Hew itt lent his 
name as endorser of the rascally scheme 
of publishing a forged letter against a 
Republican candidate. Now, gentlemen, 
thore is a good old adage, which I would 
not wish to quote, about somebody fall­ 
ing out and honest men gettiug their 
dues; but I did not expect to live to see 
the day when one section of the Demo­ 
cratic party would want to swear off the 
responsibility of the Morey letter upon 
the other. There it Btands. The auda­ 
cious forgery reproduced—forgery all 
through ; and one of the Democrats who 
gave his high reputation and high char­ 
acter to put it into circulation was Abrain 
Hewitt, and it riees up against him now, 
not from Republicans, but from other 
Democrats, and when the Democrats all 
get to exposing each other that will be a 
terrible day. If they do that the Repub­ 
licans will not need stump speeches, or 
mass meetings, or flags, or any other 
paraphernalia to carry on the election. 
The election would carry itself. 
Speaking of Mr. Bayard’s position i.. 
regard to Lord Sackville, the Democratic- 
party never has conducted the affairs of 
the country with Great Britain with 
dignity or with advantage to this country. 
Never; and if you will contrast the ad­ 
ministrations of General Grantand of Ab­ 
raham Lincoln in their conduct of affairs 
with Great Britain, with what has been 
done by the Democratic party, you will 
ask no other issues.

The French Parliamentary Committee 
has decided in favor of revising the Con­ 
stitution.

Advices from Suakim say the rebels at 
tacked the town, burning Zarabia around 
the water front on the left, and shelling 
the fort. They were repulsed.

England adheres to the 
position that the powers should agree 
upon a plan of action in East Africa, but 
that each power should act independently. 
The festivities at Athens on Wednes­ 
day in honor of the twenty-fifth anni­ 
versary of King George’s accession to 
the throne were on a grand scale. The 
King headed the grand procession to the 
Cathedral, where the Te Deum was sung. 
Returning to the palace he addressed the 
people. 
The United States Minister 
presented a telegram of congratulation 
from President Cleveland. 
Coawt fu llin g * . 
Adam Mauson, a Scotch sailor, was 
crushed to death at San Francisco, on 
the brig Consuelo, by the hoisting ap­ 
paratus giving away and falling on him. 
By the terms of the will of the late 
Peter Decker, a banker of Marysville, 
the First Presbyterian Church gets $1,000 
and the Mayor or the Common Council 
$1,000 for a city library. 
E. J. Baldwin’s special car arrived at 
San Francisco Wednesday with ten of 
his horses that were competing this sea­ 
son on Eastern tracks. The winnings of 
the stable aggregated over $100,000. 
Governor Waterman has pardoned 
Harry R. Weston, sentenced from Stock­ 
ton in September, 1885, to serve seven 
years for horse-stealing, on account of 
his youth and previous good conduct. 
The Union Iron Works have informed 
the Navy Department that the trial trip 
of the new cruiser Charleston will lie 
made some time before Christmas. The 
precise day of the trial has not been 
named. The cruiser will be run four 
hours at top speed at sea. 
The case of Ben King, who is charged 
with complicity in stealing $10,000 from 
the Northern Pacific Express Company’s 
treasury box, is cn trial at Portland, 
Ore. Frank Anderson, who is charged 
as the principal in the robbery, confessed 
the crime some time ago, and his con­ 
fession implicated King. 
Sheriff Bowles has returned to Walia 
Walla with Mrs. Mattie Elder and her 
sister, Mrs. Agnes Halloway, whom he 
arrested on the charge of the murder of 
John Summerville, at Seattle, in Decem­ 
ber, 1887. At the time of their arrest 
their brothers Chris and Charles Rix. 
were arrested for horee-stealing, and 
their father, who was wanted, escaped to 
the mountains. 
A hearing took place before the United 
States Commissioners Wednesday in the 
case of Louis Sharp, the alleged mur­ 
derer of William H. Dingley, at Sand 
Point, Popoff Island, Alaska, in Septem­ 
ber last. Although the evidence was 
slight and conflicting as to the actual 
shooting, Commissioner Sawyer held 
Sharp to await the action of the District 
Court, which will remand Sharp to 
Alaska for trial. 
The Weekly Gazette, received from 
Honolulu by the steamer Australia, says 
the Supreme Court has sustained the 
Chinese restriction act in the test cases 
of Man Nun and Ah Yin, who bought 
certificates of two other Chinese at Hong 
Kong and tried to land on them. The 
Chinese were remanded to Hong KoDg. 
The quarterly statement of the Minister 
of Finance, of the Hawaiian Government, 
shows a balance on hand, June 30th, of 
$204,208. The receipts during the three 
months were $504,300. After deducting 
all payments there remained on hand, 
September 30th, $144.538.

Inflnmmatcry action of any kind in the nose 
speedily extends it>elf to the throat. From 
ihe 1 hr*.at each breath we draw carries the 
Irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved the «rip­ 
ply of air to the lungs becomes gradually di­ 
minished, tufcercules may form aud bronchitis 
end in consumption. “Sore throat" is the 
popular term used in spcakiug of throat dis 
easts, differing widely from each ether in 
their nature aud treatment. 
The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down to the entrance into 
the windpipe und gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous fo líeles or little 
glande, which in health, secrete the lubricat­ 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from the curtain of the palate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 
The roOat simple form of throat disease is 
intlamma ion of the mucous membrane, re­ 
sulting from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with x s.ight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red aud angry 
ana the tongue is slightly coated with white 
fur. W ithin a few days small whitish spots, 
which look like ulcers, form on the back of the 
throat and about the root of the tongue. If the 
attack be mild, these aphthous poiuts disap­ 
pear at the end of three or four days, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. When the acute inflammation is not 
entirely removed it is likely to degeneato Into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop what is 
called granular disease, or it m ay tn d in att 
abücess of the tonsil glAnds, or cause chronic 
enlargement of the tonsils and elongation of 
the uvnla.. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of Ihethroct 
and ncae, usually begins with a severe cold, 
snd is almost always attend* d with a hoarse­ 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat thau an original dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate organism of this part, 
and thence gradually jourueying ouward to 
the lungs. When it occurs as a consequence of 
catarrn or sore throat, the symptoms are com­ 
paratively mild. There may be pain but it is 
more common to find only a scnce of tickling 
which provokes cough. Many complain of a 
sensation as of “something .sticking there,” to 
get rid of which they keep up a :nsping effort 
to clear the windpipe. The voice is always 
more or less affected, being rough in the early 
stave, tint more feeble after the disease is fully 
established There is often a slight tenderness 
over that prominence 1 >f the neck known x« the 
“Appleof Adam" (Pomnm Adam), a heat and 
a seme of tightness ami frequently some slight 
difficulty in swa'lowing. 
The causes which produce this form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arbes iu clergymen and 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. The vocal cords become ex­ 
hausted aud lose their tone from biraining aud 
overuse. Dust and all irritating matters in the 
air are liable to be drawn into the windpipe 
and produce irritation. It is more often a 
mere sequel to sore throat, the inflammation 
extending down to the larnyx by reason of the 
continuity of mucous membrane. 
But from whatever cause it arises it is 
always a serious malady. The chronic form 
threatens the complete destruction of the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slight cold, every 
change In the weather, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation aud increases the inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On the other hand chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs BB a sequel of consumption, 
and 1b produced, or at least very much aggra­ 
vated. by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it Is one of the most distressing complica­ 
tions and adds greatly to the patient’s distress. 
In this form there is more or less ulceration of 
the vocal chordB. beginning on the lower side 
and gradually exteudlug upward. These ulcers 
often penetrate through the mucous aud cellu­ 
lar membranes, involving the m uscular tissue 
and not infrequently attack the ligaments and 
cartilages themselves. 
Wheu the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the lungs, and dependent upon It, we 
can only hope to eflbct a cure by those moans 
which will remove its canse, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully consider, 
under the head of “Consumption.” 
In addition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses to 
warty growths and to DOlipi. 
Under the 
action of long continued irritation the voeal 
cords become thickened, rendering the voice 
husky and indistinct. Aud again, we muy 
have complete loss of voice from yaJsy of the 
cords, constituting an affection known to the 
physicians by the term of “Aphonia.” Unless 
the remedies are applied to the Beat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for this reasou that judicious luhalaiious are 
successful when all other meaus have been 
tried without avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflammation of the tonsils, 
which consists of a collection or masB of small 
mucous follicles or glands whose office is to 
secrete a portion of the fluid which keeps the 
throat moist. There are persons who suffer 
every winter, sometimes oftcner, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness and 
swelling, which gradually increases until the 
act of swallowing is attended with great Buffer 
ing.These glands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, aud are found enlarged 
and very much hardened. In such oases they 
secrete a thin, unhealthy, irritating fluid, 
which is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In the throats of mAuy young 
persons there glands are permanently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing of children thus 
affected often occasions contraction of the 
chest, and lays the foundation for consump­ 
tion. The eu^tachian tubes (the moutha of 
which are just above the palate) aie often in­ 
flamed, and partial deafnesB is the result. 
Many patients suffering from a throat dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer fiom depression 
of spirits. 80 often does tnls symptom present 
itself that it may almost be regarded as one of 
the peculiar ties. Persons thus afflicted have 
usually the dark aud dingy look of the face 
which denotes functional derangement of the 
liver. They aie frequently emaciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypochrondrtacai, irritable and often ex­ 
hausted from other causeB, in combination 
with this disease. 
_______GRANULAR S<»RB THE»>AT 
Is~tho most'serioua form of throat disease. It ii 
so called because on looking into the throat 
granulations of various sizes are seen, studding 
the membrane and causing it to appear rough 
aud uneven. 
Sometimes these granulations 
appear in pate jea, but generally they are regu­ 
lar and distinct. Wheu allowed to progreasthe 
mucous follicles of the larynx soon become in­ 
volved, and then we have added to the other 
symptoms a huskiness of the volee in speaking 
or reading aloud, with a frequent effort to clear 
the windpipe, by which a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored mucous is forced off with considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a simple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious titillation, pro­ 
ducing a desire to clear the throat several times 
during the course of the day. He may not no­ 
tice tnls himself, but it is. nevertheless, ob­ 
served by his friends. Some months later this 
deposition is found to have increased, and to 
be attended with an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, the patient—to use bis owu words—feeling 
something sticking in his throat „iJV. 3 Rfcs

A DISFRANCHISED DISTRICT. 


V o te r * a t B u e n a P o r k N o t I p o n tlie 
P o l i t i c a l m a p . 
A singular mistake has been made by 
the Board of Supervisors in fixing the 
boundaries of voting precincts for the 
coming 
election. 
Three sections at 
Buena Park have been left from the pol­ 
itical map, and the question arises, 
where are they to vote ? The Park is at 
present without a road district, having 
been by some curious mistake separated 
from all districts in that neighborhood. 
There are about a dozen or fifteen voters 
residing in the disfranchised territory, 
and they are destined to have some 
trouble in voting, if the evil be not reme­ 
died. 
It is claimed that these voters are 
almost solidly Republican, and the Re­ 
publican wag is loud in denouncing the 
“ gerrym ander.” The m atter will proba­ 
bly be settled by attaching the sections 
to Artesia voting 
precinct.

cal map is tbe havoc created in New Hope 
voting

In the re-districting tbe Demo­ 
cratic aspirant for Roadoverseer, who, it 
is said, would have had no opposition in 
his canvass, was transferred from New 
Hope into Newport township.

stand for Overseer in the district so ruth­ 
lessly thrust upon him, remains to be 
seen.
